The 50-year-old man charged 
with murdering his girl¬ 
friend in the case of a missing 
Halifax woman has been ar¬ 
raigned and remanded to the 
Central Nova Correctional 
Facility in Burnside 
until his next court 
appearance in July. 

Paul Trevor Cal¬ 
nen of Hammonds 
Plains appeared 
briefly in Halifax 
provincial court 
Tuesday afternoon 
to face charges of 
second-degree mur¬ 
der and indignity to human 
remains related to Reita Jor¬ 
dan’s disappearance. 

He is due back in court on 
July 22. 

Calnen, who was dating 
Jordan, was arrested at 2:30 
p.m. Monday on Brunswick 
Street in Halifax, said RCMP 
spokesman Cpl. Scott Mac- 
Rae. 

“There’s definitely a lot 
of questions that the public 


would still want answered, 
and it’s veiy much an active 
file,” MacRae said. 

He said Calnen was ar¬ 
rested without incident but 
could not say exactly what 
led police to the Brunswick 
Street residence. 

“The investigation led to 
reasonable grounds to arrest 
him,” he said. 

in late March, police 
received a report of a mis¬ 
sing person’s case about the 
34-year-old Jordan, who was 
last seen on March 19. She 
hasn’t been seen or heard 
from since. 

MacRae said po¬ 
lice were concerned 
because Jordan 
hadn’t been active 
on any social media 
since she went mis¬ 
sing. 

in April, police 
announced that 
the case was being 
turned over to its 
major crime unit, while still 
being a missing-persons file. 

MacRae could not confirm 
the relationship between Jor¬ 
dan and Calnen but said they 
were known to each other. 

“The search for her re¬ 
mains has not stopped,” Mac¬ 
Rae said. 

He said investigators have 
been working closely with 
Jordan’s family since she 
went missing. 


Additional charge 


Accused of 
indignity to 
human 
remains 

Paul Trevor Calnen is also 
facing a charge of indignity 
to human remains, which 
is apphed when someone 
neglects to properly buiy a 
body or treats it indecently. 

MacRae said he couldn’t 
speak to Calnen’s case 
specifically, but a person 
is guilty of the charge if 
they do something which 
“discredits or interferes 
with the buiying of a dead 
person.” 

“it’s committed when 
basically you treat the 
body, buried or not, 
improperly or indecently,” 
MacRae said. 

Chris Hansen, spokes¬ 
person for the pubhc 
prosecution service, said 
over the past number of 
years she’s seen the charge 
handed down “just a hand¬ 
ful of times” in high-profile 
cases. 

“it’s not a frequent 
thing but it happens.”

House Speaker Gordie

Premier Darrell Dexter is 
threatening to take the rare 
step of recalling the Nova Sco¬ 
tia legislature in a bid to expel 
Trevor Zinck, who admitted 
to defrauding taxpayers. 

Calls were coming from 
all sides for the independent 
MLA from Dartmouth North 
to resign from the legislature 
after he pleaded guilty on 
Monday to breach of trust and 
fraud over $5,000. 

Dexter said he hoped Zinck 
would step down before the 
NDP government called on 
the Speaker to return mem¬ 
bers to the house for a vote on 
his future. 

“1 think that his conscience 
should guide him at this point 
and he should simply resign,” 
Dexter said on Tuesday. 

He said it’s unlikely the 
legislature would be recon¬ 
vened until after Zinck is 
sentenced. A sentencing hear¬ 
ing is scheduled for Aug. 7, 
at which point Zinck said he 
would provide more com¬ 
plete explanations on what 
happened to the funds at the 
centre of his court case. 

Zinck was the last of four 
politicians to plead guilty to 
offences stemming from a 
spending scandal that erupt¬ 
ed two years ago. 

A charge of theft over 
$5,000 against Zinck was 
stayed in Nova Scotia Su¬ 
preme Court. 


Zinck admitted he made 
errors with his expenses and 
initially said he wanted to re¬ 
tain his seat. He said Tuesday 
that he wants to consult with 


various people before decid¬ 
ing what to do. 

“There’s a lot of things 
that 1 have to think over 
right now, there’s a lot of 


people 1 have to meet and 
talk with,” he said in an 
interview. “Then 1 would be 
making a decision based on 
those meetings.”

‘Sea squirts’ 

Tunicates, green 
crab, among species 
affecting fisheries

The next time you take your 
boat for a spin in the Halifax 
harbour, or jump off the dock 
of a nearby lake, be sure to 
check underneath for “un¬ 
wanted visitors,” says a biolo¬ 
gist with the Department of 
Fisheries and Oceans. 

On Tuesday, workers at the 
Bedford Institute of Ocean¬ 
ography displayed different 
examples of foreign “sea 
squirts” or tunicates that have 
been found in the area. 

Biologist Dawn Sephton 
said tunicates, which are 
cylindrical and look like large 
slugs, affect biodiversity, com¬ 
pete with shellfish for food, 
and weigh down fishing gear 
or buoys. 

“(They’re) having a very 
direct and serious impact on 
the shellfish culture indus- 
tiy,” Sephton said about the 
vase and clubbed tunicate 
species, who have no preda¬ 
tors here. 

Sephton said the depart¬ 



ment tracks invasive species 
with 60-70 stations around 
the province and HRM, made 
up of six “collectors” or long 
strings dangling plastic plates. 

The stations are checked 
in August and October, and 
depending on how “heavily 
fouled” the plates are with 
organisms, the department 
creates distribution maps for 
the province. 

Now that regulations are 
in the works for aquatic spe¬ 
cies, Sephton said they will 
tiy to pinpoint the cost of 
these species to the fishing 
industiy. 

In 2012, three new types 
were detected in Nova Scotia: 
the European tunicate, Diplo-

soma, and clubbed tunicate 
which is native to Korea and 
impacted P.E.I’s mussel indus¬ 
tiy, Sephton said. 

“Last summer was an in¬ 
credibly warm summer... and 
when the water’s warm it cre¬ 
ates a new niche that some 
of these tropical species can 
exploit,” Sephton. 

Green crabs are also a 
problem because they’re veiy 
aggressive and attack fish as 
well as harm seagrass habi¬ 
tats, Sephton said. 

Fellow biologist Benedikte 
Vercaemer said these species 
turn up in Halifax because 
of foreign vessels coming 
into the harbour and Bed¬ 
ford Basin. They usually hitch 
rides on slow-moving barges 
or in a ship’s bilge water. 

The fisheries department 
recommends removing the 
species from boats or drain¬ 
ing water once you’re on 
land, checking the hull before 
you travel to a different spot, 
and let diving gear dry out 
completely.

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Weighing in. Conncillors 
push hade deadline for 
public consnltation on 
regional plan review 


Halifax regional councillors 
have agreed — after some 
debate — to extend the dead¬ 
line for public feedback on 
the Regional Plan five-year 
review. 

Councillors voted to ex¬ 
tend the deadline for con¬ 
sultation to July 19 in order 
to allow rural and suburban 
residents more time to weigh 
in. 

“We’ve only had four 
meetings, in one week, all 
in urban areas,” said Coun. 
David Hendsbee. “It takes 
some people time to get en¬ 
gaged.... July and August 
might be a good time for 
people to look at the regional 
plan, have discussion with 
the neighbours. We’ve got to 
have that opportunity.” 

Coun. Jennifer Watts 
tabled the motion, asking 
that the deadline be extended 
so that councillors could 
have an open discussion of 
the draft regional plan and 
Stantec report on Alterna¬ 
tive Growth Scenarios at 
next week’s committee of the 
whole meeting. 

The Stantec report evalu¬ 
ates HRM’s growth targets 
and suggests not increasing 
density in the urban core 



could cost billions of dollars. 

“To hear the presenta¬ 
tion and hear councillors ask 
questions about it, I think 
would just set us up for that 
final push to make sure the 
public understands what’s in 
the draft,” said Watts. 

Coun. Bill Karsten opposed 
the additional debate and ex¬ 
tended deadline, saying coun¬ 
cil should stick to its existing 
timeline on the regional plan 
review. 

“As councillors have ques¬ 
tions on those reports, staff 
are available to answer any 
questions throughout this 
process,” said Karsten. “We’re 
prolonging this a little too 
much from my point of view.”

The regional councillor for 
the district that includes the 
Otter Lake landfill says just 
discussing changes to front- 
end processing is selling out 
the community. 

Councillors heard two 
presentations on Tuesday on 
the Stantec Consulting rec¬ 
ommendation to eliminate 
the Front-End Processor (FEP) 
and Waste Stabilization Facil¬ 
ity (WSF) at Otter Lake.

“Our conclusion was that 
...we don’t feel that you’re 
getting a significant benefit 
from the $8 million a year be¬ 
ing spent,” said Stantec engin¬ 
eer James Archibald during a 
presentation that prompted 
several vocal reactions from a 
packed public galleiy. 

The report suggests the 
elimination would save about 
$10 million annually. 

Those assertions were 
challenged during the second 
presentation from the citizen- 
run Community Monitoring 
Committee. 

Scott Kyle of Dillon Con¬ 


sultants told councillors 
there were nine areas of “ma¬ 
jor concern,” in the Stantec 
report, primarily the mis- 
characterization of the role of 
the FEP and WSF. 

He said the report relied 
on a 1995 definition that em¬ 
phasized revenue generation 
— a definition that was super¬ 
seded in 1996 with an explicit 
focus on sorting and treating 
compostables. 

“You have to go back to 
what was it originally de¬ 
signed to do ... and judge the 
facility on those metrics,” 
he said. “Changing metrics 


that were not relevant at the 
point of design ... I find quite 
troublesome.” 

The CMC is asking council 
not to put the elimination of 
the processing facility out to 
public consultation this fall, 
saying removing them would 
violate a written agreement 
with residents. 

Coun. Reg Rankin said the 
dollar figures could skew the 
public consultation. 

“The cost benefits are 
dangling for the outside, un¬ 
affected community,” he said. 
“What is the price that you’re 
prepared essentially to sell 
out a community? How much 
honour do we have for an 
agreement?” 

Coun. Matt Whitman 
tabled a motion to reject the 
recommendation, but it was 
declared out of order. 

Whitman said he’ll likely 
table a new motion in the 
near future.

Ottawa raises 
offshore liability 
cap to $1 billion

Nova kotia premier 
happy with decision 


The Canadian government is 
planning to introduce new 
rules to make drilling and 
production companies more 
accountable in the event of off¬ 
shore spiUs. 

Federal Natural Resources 
Minister Joe Oliver, speaking at 
a news conference Tuesday in 
Halifax, said Ottawa will intro¬ 
duce legislation this faU to raise 
the liabihty cap for companies 
operating in Atlantic Canada’s 
offshore to $1 billion, up from 
the current $30 million. 

The habihty cap in the Arc¬ 
tic would also increase to $1 bil- 
hon from the current $40 mil- 
hon, he said. 

“This means companies 
would bear up to $1 biUion of 
responsibility for spill cleanup 
costs and compensation for 
damages whether or not they 
are at fault,” said Ohver. 

He said the move is aimed 
at ahgning Canada’s rules with

coimtries such as Norway, Den¬ 
mark, the United States and the 
United Kingdom. 

The changes would also be 
put in place in Nova Scotia and 
Newfoundland and Labrador 
to make the so-called polluter- 
pays principle explicit in prov¬ 
incial legislation later this year. 

Ohver said companies are 
currently responsible only for 
cleanup costs and damages with 
measurable economic value. He 
said the changes would include 
so-caUed non-use value such as 
damage to the environment in 
habihty calculations. 

“This wih provide an addi¬ 
tional basis for government to 


pursue operators and to recoup 
financial compensation for 
damages to coastlines, habitats 
and species.” 

The minister said compan¬ 
ies are required to prove to 
regulators that they have the 
financial abihty to meet their 
habihty. 

The current minimum re¬ 
quirement of proof is between 
$250 milhon and $500 milhon, 
something Ohver said would be 
increased to $1 billion. 

Premier Darreh Dexter said 
the changes would ensure safer 
operation in his province’s off¬ 
shore. 

“With the great potential 
in our offshore comes some 
risk,” he said. “The changes an- 
normced today help reduce that 
risk and make companies more 
accountable for their actions.” 

Gretchen Fitzgerald, dir¬ 
ector of the Atlantic Canada 
Chapter of the Sierra Club of 
Canada, said while an improve¬ 
ment, the new habihty cap 
doesn’t go far enough. 

Fitzgerald said there should 
be no limits on habihty when 
there’s a spill.

Montreal has had its second 
scandal-provoked mayoral re¬ 
signation in less than a year, 
with an arrest and criminal 
charges leading to the depar¬ 
ture on Tuesday of its interim 
city-hall boss. 

Replacement mayor Michael 
Applebaum stepped down a 
day after he was slapped with 
14 criminal charges. 

He made the announce¬ 
ment in a two-minute state¬ 
ment at city hall. He did not 
take questions. Applebaum 
said he’s innocent of the char¬ 
ges against him and will work 
to prove his innocence. 

“1 will do eveiything 1 can to 
prove the accusations against 
me are unfounded,” Apple¬ 
baum said. 

He said he hoped someday 
to regain Montrealers’ trust. 
He conceded that, in the mean¬ 
time, it would have been im¬ 
plausible to tiy to continue as 
mayor. 

In making that direct appeal 
to residents, Applebaum com¬ 
mitted a quintessentially Mont¬ 
real linguistic flub, mixing 
Enghsh and French terms with 
unintended consequences. 

“1 would like to teU Mont¬ 
realers that 1 love them,” he

began. “1 imderstand their 
frustration, their deception and 
their cynicism with the politic¬ 
al climate of the last few years.” 

The word “deception” has 
an entirely different meaning 
in French. In the local fran- 
glais patois, however, even 
native Fnglish-speakers such 
as Applebaum will some¬ 
times use the term incorrect¬ 


ly when they actually mean 
to say “disappointment.” 

The mistake was not with¬ 
out irony. 

Applebaum spent much of 
his statement combating the 
notion that he had deceived 
Montrealers. Seven months 
after he took oflice on a prom¬ 
ise to tight corruption, Apple¬ 
baum insisted he had never 
participated in illegal schemes 
and said he had achieved suc¬ 
cesses in cleaning up city haU. 

The charges against him 
stemmed from alleged acts that 
occurred from 2006 to 2011, be¬ 
fore he became mayor. While 
police offered few details, they 
said the charges related to real- 
estate projects in the west-end 
borough Applebaum led. 

Police said they believe 
bribes were paid to influence 
zoning and permit decisions.

Inside the gold-framed 
double doors, the Ecuadorean 
Embassy of London is a mod¬ 
est apartment with white- 
painted walls and simple fur¬ 
niture. Not the most fitting 
residence for a world famous 
hero, or villain. 

But since June 19, 2012, 
WikiLeaks boss Julian As¬ 
sange has gone from pioneer 
to captive, forced into hid¬ 
ing to avoid extradition to 
Sweden where possible char¬ 
ges on sexual assault await 
him. The Australian will be 
arrested if he steps outside 
the building, so the jet-set 
lifestyle has been replaced by 
a single room and his laptop. 

DVD box sets of The Twi¬ 
light Zone and The West 
Wing keep him company, 
and an ultraviolet lamp re¬ 
places daylight. Assange lives 
nocturnally according to re¬ 
ports, working until dawn, 
supported by heavy doses of 
caffeine. 

The 41-year-old has not 
been forgotten, judging from 


the crowds outside his win¬ 
dow shouting “freedom fight¬ 
er,” and the fact that his gen¬ 
erous hosts that have granted 
him asylum and allowed him 
to cramp their workplace. 
Further, celebrity ^ests from 
Lady Gaga to Oliver Stone 
have visited, with British 
filmmaker Ken Loach donat¬ 
ing a treadmill on which the 
captive runs miles each day. 

“He’s veiy robust and 
seems in good health,” friend, 
visitor and restaurateur 


Vaughan Smith told Metro, 
adding that Assange “gets 
along well with the staff.” 
However, an embassy source 
confirmed that the experi¬ 
ence has been “difficult.” 

Yet confinement has been 
put to good use according to 
acting WikiLeaks chief Kris¬ 
tin Hrafhsson. “The time he 
saves not travelling is devot¬ 
ed to work and he gets a lot 
done,” Hrafhsson said. “We 
have had to move the staff 
around to cover this, but the 


material is still coming out 
and our work has not been 
badly affected.” 

This previously-quiet 
corner of London has been 
impacted, however, with a 
24-hour police presence that 
has cost more than £3 million 
(about $4.7 million) to date. 
Yet despite the situation at¬ 
tracting ridicule, it could last 
“another five years” accord¬ 
ing to Ecuador’s foreign min¬ 
ister Ricardo Patino, with no 
diplomatic solution in sight.

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Turkey. ‘Standing man’ 
inspires protesters to 
replicate silent defiance 


After weeks of sometimes 
violent confrontation with po¬ 
lice, protesters in Turkey have 
found what could be a more 
potent form of resistance: 
Standing still. 

The trend was launched 
by performance artist Erdem 
Gunduz, who stood silently 
for hours in Istanbul’s central 
Taksim Square on Monday 
night, in passive defiance of 
Prime Minister Recep Tayyip 
Erdogan’s violent crackdown 
on environmental protesters. 

Gunduz made no an¬ 
nouncement before he paused 
Monday evening in the square 
and didn’t move. He stood 
with his hands in his pockets, 
staring at an image of Tur¬ 
key’s founding father Mustafa 
Kemal Ataturk, whose admira¬ 
tion is rooted in his success 
in imposing secular values 


on a largely Mushm nation 90 
years ago. 

When pohce arrived an 
hour later, they searched his 
pockets and his backpack, 
then left. 

Witnesses began calhng 
him “duran adam” — “stand¬ 
ing man.” Some joined him in 
Taksim, while others began 
doing the same in other Turk¬ 
ish cities. In Ankara, the cap¬ 
ital, a woman stood still at the 
spot where a protester had 
been killed. 

Early Tuesday morning, po¬ 
lice intervened and dispersed 
the crowd around Gunduz, 
detaining several protesters. It 
wasn’t clear whether Gunduz 
was among those arrested, 
though he was free later Tues¬ 
day. Later Tuesday, others re¬ 
turned and began silent vigils.

The Group of Eight stopped 
short of calling for the ouster 
of Syrian President Bashar 
Assad in its final statement on 
Tuesday but did call for a swift 
end to the bloody civil war and 
urgent peace talks.

Russian President Vladimir Pu¬ 
tin more positively than at any 
other point during his trip to 
Europe, when he accused Putin 
of siding with “thugs.” 

Tensions have escalated 
over the past week since the 
U.S. announced it would supply 
weapons to the Syrian oppos¬ 
ition after it found proof the 
Assad regime attacked its foes 
with chemical weapons. 

Russia — the only member 
of the G8 that supports Assad 
— has been highly critical of 
the move. The Russians also 
assert that the claims about 
chemical weapons are based 
on flimsy evidence. 

The rest of the G8 is split 
over whether the U.S. should 
arm the rebels, but generally 
agrees that Assad must go. 

The final G8 statement 
on Syria sought the middle 
ground. It condemned any use 
of chemical weapons without 
admitting any attacks actually 
happened. It also called for 
some sort of transitional gov¬ 
ernment, without expficitly 
calling for Assad’s ouster.

Canada may have 
helped spy on G20 

Leaked documents suggest 
Ganada helped the U.S. and 
Britain spy on the London 
G20 summit four years ago. 

Britain’s Guardian 
newspaper says spies mon¬ 
itored the computers and 
intercepted the phone calls 
of foreign politicians and of¬ 
ficials at two G20 meetings in 
London in 2009. 

The Guardian published 
PowerPoint slides describing 
the operation, including one 
featuring the emblem of the 
Gommunications Security 


Establishment, Ganada’s elec¬ 
tronic eavesdropping agency. 

It appears alongside the 
logos of key allies: the U.S. 
National Security Agency and 
Britain’s Government Gom¬ 
munications Headquarters. 

The documents were 
leaked by former NSA 
contractor Edward Snowden, 
who has touched off a vigor¬ 
ous global discussion about 
state surveillance. 

Earlier documents from 
Snowden indicated that a 
top-secret program known 
as Prism has given the U.S.

A team of Canadian and U.S. re¬ 
searchers has developed a new

Zombies are the most recent 
and most unlikely pop cul¬ 
ture heroes.

Dead finale drew almost 13 
million viewers. 

At the movies the zom 
com Warm Bodies made still 
hearts beat again and outdoor 
recreation retailer REl even 
bandwagon jumped with 
their 13 Essential Tools for 
Surviving a Zombie Outbreak 
campaign. 

This weekend Brad Pitt 
battles the undead in World 
War Z, an action thriller set 
against the backdrop of a 
worldwide zombie apoca- 
lypse. 

The movie has the highest 
ratio of zombies to humans 
of any film this year, but 
don’t ask its star why these 
cannibalistic cadavers are so 


trendy. 

“As for why zombies are 
so popular,” said Pitt, “1 really 
have no idea.” 

Pitt may not be able to 
out his finger on it, but aca¬ 
demics suggest a variety of 
reasons. Audiences are in¬ 
terested in zombies in times 
of crisis, when we feel dis- 
empowered, says one, while 
another writer proposes that 
they offer something more 


primal — that the zombies 
represent an example of con¬ 
trol over death. 

Whatever the reason, film¬ 
makers have been capitaliz¬ 
ing on these cool corpses for 
years. Some, like Night of the 
Living Dead and Shaun of the 
Dead are classics, others, like 
the stranger-than-usual Zom¬ 
bie Honeymoon, aren’t.

Chicago trails Boston

There is no panic or frustration. 
But Chicago Blackhawks coach 
Joel QuenneviUe acknowledges 
his team is in a tough spot go¬ 
ing into Game 4 of the Stanley 
Cup final. 

“You lose back-to-back 
games, it gets your attention,” 
the coach conceded. “We’re in 
a hole right now. We want to 
make sure (Wednesday) we pri¬ 
oritize the importance of that 
game and it’s a different level.” 

Down two games to one, 
the Hawks face a tall order 
in tiying to bring down the 
Bruins in their own building. 

Boston has won seven 
straight at home and is 8-2 
overall at TD Garden in these 
playoffs, outscoring the oppos¬ 
ition 28-17. 

At least the Hawks can take 
solace from their second-round 
series against Detroit. They 
trailed the Red Wings three 
games to one before reeling off 
three straight wins. 

“1 think we’re in a tough 
spot,” Quenneville acknow¬ 
ledged. “In the Detroit series 
we found a way to get ourselves 


to get back into it. That’s what 
we’re looking for. (Wednesday) 
is a veiy important game, like 
we have to win (Wednesday) 
night. Come up with a good 
result, we’re right where we 
want to be.” 

Quenneville said he hoped 
injured star Marian Hossa (up¬ 
per body) will be back in the 
hneup. Chicago’s co-scoring 
leader was a late scratch Mon¬ 
day, replaced by Ben Smith 

The Chicago coach has 
other concerns. 

His team is getting schooled 
in the faceoff circle, putting the 
Hawks constantly on the back 
foot. Boston won 40 of 56 face- 
offs Monday with Patrice Ber¬ 
geron winning 24 of 28 draws. 

Chicago’s power play, 
which was ordinaiy during 
the season (ranking 19th with 
a 16.7 percentage success rate), 
has been even worse in the 
playoffs. 

Chicago was O-for-5 with a 
man advantage in Game 3 and 
has not scored a power-play 
goal in its last 20 chances dat¬ 
ing to Game 2 of the Western 
Conference final. The Black¬ 
hawks have an 11.3 per cent 
success rate this post-season 
(7-for-62), and are only 3.7 per 
cent on the road (l-for-27). 

The Hawks are 0-for-ll with 
a man advantage against Bos¬ 
ton this series. 

Boston’s penalty killing isn’t 
helping matters. The Bruins 


killed off five power plays Mon¬ 
day night, stretching their suc¬ 
cessful string to 27 consecutive 


penalties dating to Game 5 of 
the Eastern Conference semi¬ 
finals.

Vehicles have specific 
“rides,” depending on what 
they are: a family sedan will 
ride smoother than a sports 
car’s harsher suspension, 
for example, but its steering 
won’t be as firm. 

These characteristics 
are achieved through a 
procedure called suspension 
tuning. “The rubber bush¬ 
ings, shocks, springs, stabil¬ 
izer bars and tires can all be 
tuned to reach a specific tar¬ 
get,” says Vu Banh, ride and 
handling senior engineer 
at the Hyundai-Kia America 
Technical Center in Califor¬ 
nia. “Depending on what’s 
desired, if it’s ride comfort 
or sporty handling, you can 
adjust these parts to reach 
that goal.” 

It takes about a year to do 
the job, which begins when 
engineers receive the first 
prototype of a new model. 
“We start tuning and get a 
rough setting for that one,” 
Banh says. “Then we get 
another vehicle that’s 
closer to the production 
car, and we’ll put those 
(prototype) settings in, fix 
any issues, make more 
adjustments and continue 


To note 


• Twitchy. Cars with extremely 
direct steering are called 
“twitchy,” which can be fun in 
a sports car but is undesirable 
in a family sedan. 

• Save cash. Electric power 
steering improves fuel 
economy and doesn't require 
petroleum-based fluid as 
hydraulic systems do. 

• Wheels. Tires can radically 
alter a car's ride, depending on 
their size and construction.

refining as much as we can.” 

Computers are used ex¬ 
tensively in vehicle design, 
but they’re not as useful in 
suspension tuning, because 
they can’t accurately simu¬ 
late rubber. Tuning is a pains¬ 
taking process of making ad¬ 
justments and then driving 
the car to see how it feels, 
over and over again. 

How it’s done de¬ 
pends on the part. Shock 
absorbers contain hydraulic 
oil, and if internal valves are 
adjusted to different oil flow, 
the shocks become firmer or 
softer. Engineers can use soft 
or hard rubber bushings, or 
different types of springs to 
achieve various results. 

Even the tires become 
part of the process. 

“If we come up with a 
new shock setting, for in¬ 
stance, we’ll possibly (use) a 
new tire,” Banh says. “Then 
we’ll work around that, go¬ 
ing back and forth with the 
shock tuning until it meets 
the target. There’s always a 
compromise, because if you 
want sporty handling, your 
ride comfort degrades. We 
have to assign the best bal¬ 
ance.” 

Many new cars now 
have electric power steer¬ 
ing, which uses a motor in 
the steering column. Unlike 
hydraulic systems, which 
use pumps to regulate fluid 
flow, the motor can be tuned 
electronically. Engineers dial 
in the steering for more as¬ 
sist at lower speeds, such as 
when manoeuvring in park¬ 
ing lots, and less at higher 
speeds for easier control on 
the highway. 

They also aim for good 
“on-centre feel,” where 
the car stays straight with¬ 
out the need for constant 
steering wheel correction. 
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In every boss lies an icon and an idiot 



Autopilot. Automotive 
success Bob Lutz tells 
us to take the good 
with the bad boss-wise 
and always learn from 
your time under them 



Over his illustrious five-dec¬ 
ade career in the auto biz, 
successful automotive exec¬ 
utive Bob Lutz has worked 
with a lot of famous bosses. 
From that vantage point he 
noticed that most of the real¬ 
ly successful ones were also 
“mentally and emotionally 
askew.” 

In his new book, Icons 
and Idiots, Lutz profiles 
nine such bosses (and one 
teacher and one Marine drill 
sergeant), all of which have 
taught him major lessons in 
leadership. The title doesn’t 
mean that some are idiots 
and some are icons. Rather 
that every strong leader is a 


bit of both. 

“There’s a good side, 
which gets the job done,” 
says Lutz. “There’s often a 
downside that makes them 
hard to understand or diffi¬ 
cult to work for. It’s precisely 
because they are impatient, 
stubborn, opinionated, un¬ 
satisfied and domineering 
that they are successful.” 

His advice to those of us 
currently dealing with such 
unbalanced bosses is to learn 
to take the good with the 
bad. Here are a few examples 
of what Lutz has learned: 

From sadistic Marine Corps 
Staff Sgt. Donald Giusto: 

“Learning to continue to 
function in the face of 
failure, betrayal, acute dis¬ 
appointment, all the while 
physically and mentally 
tired, perhaps without food, 
is what the Marine Corps 
expects from its members. 
What it demonstrated to me 
is that we are all capable 
when the chips are down, 
of doing far more than we 
think we can. Sgt. Giusto 
unlocked the hidden reser¬ 
voirs of capability in all of 
us.” 


From Harold A. “Red” Poling, 
ultimate bean counter, and 
not a nice guy: 

“Red taught me that the 
tough uncompromising, 
unfeeling, almost nasty 
approach to initial cost and 
investment estimates could 
produce meaningful saving 


... The Poling approach 
served me well during my 
later tenure at Chrysler 
and my last tour at CM, 
although 1 was always at 
pains to leaven it just a bit 
with humour, engineering 
and marketing judgment.” 
Lutz also noted to never 
forget that you can still 


learn stuff from bosses you 
can’t stand. 

From Ralph Mason, a cheer¬ 
ful but serious alcoholic, 
and product of a bygone 
era, when there was a lot 
of hard drinking in the auto 
industry: 

“Ralph nevertheless 


focused on what was im¬ 
portant and advanced the 
cause of CM and its share¬ 
holders.” Lutz also said 
Mason often went home 
early to get plastered, but 
had a good team behind 
him, trusted them and 
didn’t interfere. 

From Rick Wagoner, the 
capable GM president that 
couldn’t turn GM around: 

“A magnificent human 
being, Rick was simply too 
nice, too introspective and 
too thoughtful in many of 
his actions to see the com¬ 
pany through the turbu¬ 
lence of 2008-09... Tolerant 
of mediocrity, ... it was 
painful to see Rick protect 
and support many officers 
who, to my eyes, personi¬ 
fied the large corporate 
culture of Took good, 
sound good, prepare well 
for meetings, and never 
disagree with the boss.’” 
But Lutz considers Wagon¬ 
er the perfect “peacetime” 
CEO, and says Wagoner’s 
moves to buy Daewoo and 
go aggressively into China 
are cornerstones of GM’s 
current success.
